DAVID  GARRICK,  ACTOR

Some  years  ago  the  late  W.  Macqueen-Pope,  historian  of  the  theatre,  suggested 
to  a  young  lady  of  the  B.B.C.  Drama  Department  that  a  programme  about  David 
Garrick  should  be  done,  only  to  be  told  that  she  did  not  think  any  of  her  listeners 
knew  anything  about  Garrick.  If  collectors  of  18th  century  tokens  think  that  the 
great  actor  has  faded  into  the  mists  of  the  forgotten  then  the  following  biographical 
details  may  be  of  interest. 

David  Garrick  was  born  in  Hereford  in  1716,  moved  to  Lichfield  and  for  a  time 
attended  the  grammar  school  in  that  town.  In  1735  The  Gentleman’s  Magazine 
published  the  following  advertisement.  “At  Edial  near  Lichfield  in  Staffordshire 
young  gentlemen  are  boarded  and  taught  the  Latin  and  Greek  languages  by  Samuel 
Johnson”.  Only  three  pupils  answered  the  advertisement,  David  Garrick,  his  brother 
George  and  another.  For  eighteen  months  Johnson  kept  the  school  going  for  them 
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and  then  in  March,  1737  he  closed  it  down  and  with  Garrick  for  his  companion  set 
out  for  London  and  as  he  used  to  recall  later  “where  I  came  with  twopence-half- 
penny  in  my  pocket,  and  thou  Davy,  with  three  halfpence  in  thine”.  Incidentally 
Dr.  Johnson  appears  on  a  Birmingham  token  issued  by  Henry  Biggs  a  publican  whose 
tavern  may  have  been  called  the  “Dr.  Johnson’s  Head”. 

Until  1741  Garrick  engaged,  with  little  success,  in  a  wine  business  but  his  main 
interests  were  in  the  stage.  His  first  appearance  was  in  March,  1741  at  Ipswich  and 
later  in  the  year  in  London  and  his  success  in  the  part  of  Richard  III  induced  him  to 
withdraw  from  business  and  he  became  a  full  time  actor.  From  1742-45  he  played 
regularly  at  Drury  Lane  theatre  and  in  1746  became  chief  proprietor  of  this  theatre 
where  he  henceforth  appeared  until  his  retirement  in  1776  when  he  sold  his  interest 
for  £35,000.  The  story  is  told,  that  one  night  in  May,  1746,  George  II  was  in  the  royal 
box  watching  a  play.  Despatches  were  brought  to  him  with  the  news  of  the  defeat  of 
the  Young  Pretender  at  Culloden.  The  king  tried  to  inform  the  house  but  his  English 
broke  down  under  the  excitement  and  an  equerry  made  the  announcement.  We  do  { 
not  know  whether  Garrick  was  playing  that  night  but  he  may  well  have  been.  There 
was  wild  rejoicing  for  the  House  of  Hanover  and  the  new  national  anthem  “God  save 
the  King”  was  sung  by  the  entire  company. 

In  1769  Garrick  conducted  a  notable  jubilee  in  Shakespeare’s  honour  at  Stratford 
on  Avon  and  afterwards  produced  a  version  of  it  at  Drury  Lane  where  it  had  a 
lengthy  run.  In  fact  his  fame  rests  very  largely  on  his  interpretation  of  Shakespearean 
characters.  The  celebrated  German  critic  Augustus  von  Schlegel  in  his  “Lectures  on 
Dramatic  Art  and  Literature”  has  this  to  say:  “His  appearance  forms  an  epoch  in  the 
history  of  the  English  theatre,  as  he  chiefly  dedicated  his  talents  to  the  great  characters 
of  Shakespeare,  and  built  his  own  fame  on  the  growing  admiration  of  the  poet.  Before 
his  time  Shakespeare  had  only  been  brought  on  the  stage  in  mutilated  and  disfigured 
alterations.  Garrick  returned  on  the  whole  to  the  true  originals,  though  he  still 
allowed  himself  to  make  some  very  unfortunate  changes.  He  excited  however,  a  noble 
emulation  to  represent  worthily  the  great  national  poet”. 

The  18th  century  was  not  renowned  for  high  ethical  and  moral  standards  and 
politicians  of  the  period  would  not  be  likely  to  find  anything  very  heinous  about 
Spiro  Agnew’s  recent  activities  in  New  Jersey  or  John  Poulson’s  in  this  country,  in 
fact  prominent  statesmen  including  a  prime  minister  were  distinguished  for  the  im¬ 
morality  of  their  lives,  and  fidelity  to  the  marriage  vows  was  sneered  at  as  being 
unfashionable.  The  stage  was  no  exception  but  Garrick  was  probably  more  virtuous 
than  many  of  his  profession  but  after  working  with  the  celebrated  but  rather  notorious 
Peg  Woffington  they  decided  to  live  together  and  this  liaison  existed  from  1742  until  ( 
his  marriage  in  1749  to  a  Viennese  dancer,  Eva  Veigel,  a  union  that  was  happy  and 
lasted  for  the  span  of  time  prescribed  by  the  Church’s  marriage  service. 

Garrick’s  death  on  Jan.,  20,  1779  called  forth  Dr.  Johnson’s  remark  that  the  event 
had  “eclipsed  the  gaiety  of  nations  and  impoverished  the  public  stock  of  harmless 
pleasure”.  He  was  buried  close  to  Shakespeare’s  statue  in  Westminster  Abbey. 

The  bust  of  Garrick  appears  on  a  genuine  trade  token  issued  by  B.  Price  an  inn¬ 
keeper  of  Hendon  whose  hostelry  was  probably  called  “The  Greyhound”.  The 
reverse  shows  a  view  of  Hendon  Church.  From  1756  to  1779  Garrick  lived  at  Hendon 
Hall  which  today  is  a  hotel  and  it  is  therefore  appropriate  that  he  should  appear  on 
this  token  which  incidentally  is  fairly  common.  Another  publican,  a  Londoner  named 
Sim,  issued  a  token  which  is  also  fairly  common  with  a  bust  of  Garrick  facing  right 
with  the  legend  “We  ne’er  shall  look  upon  his  like  again”.  On  the  reverse  are  theatrical 
emblems  of  comedy  and  tragedy  with  a  thistle  and  crown  above,  and  the  words  “Sims, 
Russell  Court.”

This  large  series  of  restoration  coins  is  all  the  more  remarkable  when  one  considers 
the  brevity  of  Titus’  reign  (less  than  2\  years).  The  emperor  obviously  attached  great 
importance  to  these  issues  and  did  not  skimp  on  the  number  of  types  restored.  On  the 
other  hand  the  restorations  are  confined  to  the  three  main  aes  denominations — 
sestertius ,  dupondius ,  as — no  attempt  being  made  to  revive  any  of  the  precious  metal 
types.  This  could  be  interpreted  as  a  friendly  gesture  towards  the  Senate  whose  mint, 
in  the  temple  of  Juno  Aloneta  on  the  Capitoline  Hill,  was  responsible  for  the  issue  of 
the  aes  coinage.  By  restoring  senatorial  coins  exclusively  Titus  was  not  only  honouring 
the  memory  of  his  imperial  predecessors  but  also  paying  his  respects  to  that  august 
body  whose  relations  with  his  father,  the  emperor  Vespasian,  had  not  been  very  cordial. 

One  of  the  enigmas  of  this  coinage  is  its  failure  to  restore  any  of  the  types  of 
Augustus’  reign.  Probably  the  ample  coverage  of  the  “Divus  Augustus”  series  was 
deemed  sufficient  for  paying  tribute  to  the  Empire’s  founder.  Another  curious  omission 
is  the  well-known  dupondius  of  Antonia  struck  for  her  posthumously  by  her  son,  the 
emperor  Claudius  (see  B.M.C.  pi.  35,  8).  There  appears  to  be  no  logical  reason  for  the 
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exclusion  of  this  coin  from  the  honour  of  restoration  and  had  the  mint’s  activities  not 
been  curtailed  by  the  great  fire  in  Rome  in  a.d.  80  perhaps  the  type  would  have  been 
introduced. 

Caligula  and  Nero  are  deliberately  omitted,  a  decision  requiring  no  further 
comment,  but  the  series  terminates  with  four  types  of  Galba,  an  emperor  who  died 
only  a  decade  before  Titus’  accession,  and  his  inclusion  is  worthy  of  careful  considera¬ 
tion.  Servius  Sulpicius  Galba  was  the  first  man  outside  the  Julio-Claudian  clan  to 
occupy  the  imperial  throne  and  as  such  his  brief  principate  marked  a  turning  point  in 
Roman  history.  His  power  had  originated  with  the  troops  which  he  commanded  in 
one  of  Rome’s  provinces  and  thus  the  circumstances  of  his  elevation  were  very  similar 
to  those  of  Titus’  father,  the  emperor  Vespasian.  It  is  natural,  therefore,  that  Titus 
should  wish  to  honour  the  memory  of  the  first  non- Julio-Claudian  emperor,  as  this 
would  help  to  legitimize  the  position  of  his  own  dynasty. 

There  is  one  further  type  which  should,  perhaps,  be  included  in  this  series :

These  very  rare  coins  were  traditionally  attributed  to  the  reign  of  Claudius — see 
Cohen  ( Britannicus )  1  and  2,  R.I.C.  ( Claudius )  87  and  88,  B.M.C.  ( Claudius )  226  and 
note.  In  1930,  however,  Harold  Mattingly  put  forward  the  suggestion  that  the  type 
was  actually  part  of  Titus’  restoration  series  and  this  theory  has  much  to  commend 
it.  Titus  and  Britannicus  were  boyhood  friends  and  the  son  of  Vespasian  even  came 
close  to  sharing  his  companion’s  fate  when  the  latter  was  poisoned  by  Nero  in  a.d.  55. 
The  coins  do  not  fit  satisfactorily  into  the  pattern  of  Claudius’  issues,  but  make  much 
greater  sense  if  post-dated  by  a  quarter  of  a  century.  Titus  might  well  have  desired  to 
honour  the  memory  of  his  ill-fated  friend,  and  as  there  was  no  prototype  coinage  to 
restore  he  simply  invented  a  type  which  might  have  been  issued  by  Claudius  had 
circumstances  been  different. 
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The  next  series  of  restoration  coins  was  that  issued  by  Titus*  brother  and  successor, 
Domitian  (a.d.  81-96).  It  is  purely  a  continuation  of  the  earlier  series  and  far  less 
varied  and  interesting.  If  Domitian  had  not  inherited  a  restoration  coinage  as  part  of 
the  regular  output  of  the  mint  it  is  doubtful  whether  he  would  ever  have  inaugurated 
such  a  thing  himself.  The  types  of  this  coinage  are  as  follows :

This  somewhat  dull  and  meaningless  series  of  restorations  was  struck  probably 
only  during  the  first  year  of  Domitian’s  reign  and  it  is  unlikely  that  any  were  issued 
later  than  a.d.  82. 

The  next  restoration  coinage,  that  of  Nerva  (a.d.  96-98),  is  of  much  greater 
significance  as  it  was  produced  for  a  definite  purpose.  Nerva,  an  elderly  lawyer,  had 
been  brought  to  the  throne  as  a  result  of  the  assassination  of  the  tyrant  Domitian,  and 
his  position  was  none  too  secure.  The  loyalty  of  the  army  was  definitely  suspect  and 
several  of  Nerva’s  coin  types  appeal  for  support  from  this  quarter.  The  problem  was 
finally  solved  by  the  adoption  of  the  popular  general  Ulpius  Traianus  as  heir  to  the 
throne,  but  in  the  meantime  the  emperor  had  attempted  to  strengthen  his  regime  by 
issuing  a  comprehensive  restoration  coinage  commemorating  the  memory  of  Augustus, 
the  Empire’s  founder.  The  types  of  this  coinage  which,  for  the  first  time,  includes  a 
silver  denarius ,  are  as  follows :

There  is  an  essential  difference  between  the  restoration  coinage  of  Nerva  and  those 
of  his  two  predecessors.  It  is  quite  noticeable  that  far  less  care  is  taken  in  adhering  to 
the  details  of  the  prototypes.  The  first  type  of  the  sestertius ,  indeed,  has  no  prototype 
at  all,  whilst  the  dupondius  presents  a  mixture  of  a  Divus  Augustus  obverse  with  a 
Tiberius  reverse.  Another  unusual  feature,  on  the  denarius  and  the  asses,  is  the  bare 
head  of  Divus  Augustus,  devoid  of  the  attributes  of  imperial  power. 
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The  reason  for  all  this  is  that  Nerva,  unlike  Titus,  was  not  trying  to  restore  merely 
coin-types  but  rather  the  actual  memory  of  the  Divine  Augustus,  the  Empire’s 
founding  father.  In  his  precarious  position  as  commander-in-chief  of  an  army  which 
was  in  a  mutinous  mood  following  the  murder  of  its  previous  master,  the  lawyer- 
emperor  was  appealing  for  loyalty  for  the  sake  of  the  sacred  memory  of  Augustus, 
whose  position  he  now  occupied. 

Nerva’s  successor,  the  great  Trajan  (a.d.  98-1 17),  produced  what  was  certainly  the 
most  remarkable  of  the  Roman  restoration  coinages.  Unfortunately,  due  to  their  con¬ 
siderably  rarity,  most  collectors  are  hardly  aware  even  of  their  existence.  This  series, 
confined  to  the  precious  metals,  was  in  two  main  groups — restorations  of  Republican 
and  early  Imperial  denarii ,  closely  copied  from  the  prototypes,  and  gold  aurei  com¬ 
memorating  Julius  Caesar  and  seven  of  Trajan’s  predecessors.  The  silver  will  not  be 
described  here  as  all  the  known  types  are  listed,  and  many  illustrated,  in  Seaby’s 
Roman  Silver  Coins ,  Volume  //,  pp.  86-91.  In  all,  51  different  types  are  recorded  and  it 
is  probable  that  the  original  number  was  considerably  larger.  For  the  purposes  of  this 
article  they  will  be  numbered  R47  to  R97. 

Unlike  the  silver,  the  aureus  restorations  are  not  normally  modelled  on  specific 
prototypes:  rather,  they  represent  a  “roll  of  honour”  of  all  those  rulers  who,  at  the 
beginning  of  the  Second  Century,  were  considered  to  deserve  the  praise  and  thanks  of 
the  present  generation  of  Romans.  Five  emperors  are  carefully  excluded  from  these 
honours — Caligula,  Nero,  Otho,  Vitellius  and  Domitian.  The  coins  struck  in  venera¬ 
tion  of  the  others  are  as  follows :

17TH  CENTURY  TOKEN  OF  GEORGE  BEALE 

By  T.  W.  Townsend 

Obv.  GEORGE. BEALE.— HIS.  HALF.  PENY. 

Rev.  in.  whitton.  1667.  St.  George  and  the  Dragon. 

The  above  token  is  given  to  Suffolk  by  Williamson  (W.  355).  It  was  claimed  for 
Lincolnshire  in  1926  by  Mr.  T.  Shepherd  of  Hull  Museum  when  one  of  the  tokens 
was  found  at  Whitton,  Lincolnshire. 

Readers  of  the  Bulletin  may  be  interested  in  the  following  additional  evidence. 
Whitton  is  a  village  in  the  extreme  north  of  Lincolnshire  on  the  bank  of  the  River 
Humber  and,  incidentally,  not  far  from  the  disaster  village  of  Flixborough.  The  Beale 
family  was  well-to-do  and  prominent  here  in  the  16th  and  17th  centuries.  In  the  mid- 
nth  century  there  were  two  George  Beales  in  the  village,  both  of  whom  served  as 
Churchwarden.  The  issuer  of  the  token  married  Elizabeth  Thornton  at  Whitton  in 
1644  and  died  in  1684.  In  his  will  he  left  five  pounds  to  the  poor  of  Whitton  and  to  the 
poor  of  the  neighbouring  villages  of  Alkborough  and  West  Halton  he  left  five  pounds 
and  twenty  shillings  respectively.  The  inventory  of  his  goods  shows  that  he  owned  a 
considerable  head  of  livestock  both  in  Whitton  and  Alkborough  and  also  “one  six¬ 
teenth  share  of  a  vessel  called  Hopewell”. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  George  Beale  was  an  innholder  because  of  the  device 
of  St.  George  and  the  Dragon  but  there  is  nothing  in  the  will  or  inventory  to  support 
this.

Coin  Hoard  Sold  for  £30,000.  Herr  Robert  Zimmcrmann,  34,  a  Bavarian  farmer  who 
unearthed  a  treasure  chest  of  old  coins  in  his  potato  field,  has  sold  them  at  the  Nuremburg  coin 
auction  for  £30,000. 

The  coins,  dating  from  the  17th  century,  were  in  remarkably  good  condition  because  the  soil 
in  the  potato  field  at  Schwarzhofen  was  low  in  acid  content.  It  is  thought  they  were  buried  to 
foil  looters  during  the  30  Years  War. — Daily  Telegraph ,  30 th  October,  1974. 

Coins  Recovered.  Police  today  arrested  five  people  and  recovered  &5  millions  worth  of 
ancient  Greek  and  Roman  coins  that  had  been  stolen  from  Harvard  University’s  Fogg  Museum 
last  December,  and  buried  in  woods  near  Lincoln,  Rhode  Island.

“Captain  Leopold  Victor  Royle,  M.C.,  Flight  Com¬ 
mander,  R.A.F.,  who  was  killed  on  August  17th  whilst 
flying  on  a  scout  patrol,  was  the  elder  son  of  Mr. 
Arnold  Royle,  C.B.,  and  Mrs.  Royle,  Albany  Lodge, 
Esher.  Born  in  1882,  he  was  educated  at  Wellington 
College.  He  joined  the  Egyptian  Government  service 
in  1900,  and  served  continuously  in  the  Coastguard 
Administration  until  war  broke  out,  when  he  was  lent 
to  the  R.F.C.  He  saw  much  service  on  the  Canal  and 
Sinai  Peninsula  as  an  observer  with  the  R.F.C.,  and 
when  the  Turks  induced  the  Senussi  to  take  up  arms 
in  1915  he  was  transferred  to  the  Western  Desert,  and 
served  as  Intelligence  Officer  to  the  British  force 
operating  in  that  area.  His  special  knowledge  of  the 
language  and  character  of  the  Western  Beduins,  and 
especially  the  Senussi — he  was  one  of  the  few  English¬ 
men  who  had  actually  met  Said  Ahmed,  the  Grand 
Senussi,  and  was  on  terms  of  friendship  with  Said 
Idris  the  present  head  of  the  Senussi — rendered  his 
services  particularly  valuable.  He  guided  the  Duke  of 
Westminster’s  armoured  cars  which  rescued  the  crew 
of  the  “Tara”,  and  for  his  services  on  this  and  on 
other  occasions  he  was  awarded  the  Military  Cross. 
At  the  beginning  of  1917  he  took  part  as  Intelligence 
Officer  in  the  operations  against  the  Siwa  Oasis,  where 
the  Senussi  were  finally  routed,  and  it  was  in  a  large 
measure  due  to  his  intimate  knowledge  of  the  Western 
Desert  that  these  operations  were  successfully  carried 
out.  He  was  again  mentioned  in  dispatches,  and 
awarded  the  Italian  Medalle  A1  Valore  and  the 
Egyptian  Order  of  the  Nile.  At  the  conclusion  of  these 
operations  the  Egyptian  Government  claimed  Captain 
Royle’s  services,  and  he  was  appointed  Governor  of 
the  Western  Province,  which  embraced  the  coastal 
sector  west  of  Alexandria  and  also  the  Siwa  Oasis.  He 
was  also  given  the  local  rank  of  major.  After  repeated 
applications  to  the  Egyptian  Government  for  his 
release,  he  was  permitted  to  rejoin  the  R.F.C.  at  the 
end  of  1917,  and  after  passing  with  honours  all 
examinations,  obtained  his  “wings”,  and  was  ap¬ 
pointed  to  the  command  of  a  scout  flight  at  the  front, 
to  which  he  proceeded  in  March,  1918,  and  where  he 
served  continuously  until  his  death.”
